Russians Say Adolf Hitler, Dr. Goebbels 
Committed Suicide In Ruins of Berlin 


By ROMNEY WHEELER 


LONDON, May 3.— (AP) 
Adolf Hitler, who vowed to 


rule the world, committed 
suicide in the ruins of Berlin 
with Propaganda Minister 
Paul Joseph Goebbels and the 
chief of the German general 


staff, Gen. Hans Krebs, a 
Soviet communique said to- 
day. 

The Russians declared their 


informant was Dr. Hans Fritsche, 
Goebbels’ chief lieutenant, who 
was captured as Berlin fell. it 
was presumed Russian command- 
ers on the scene would make vig- 
crous inquiry to obtain indisput- 
able proof. 

Whether Hitler was a suicide or 
whether he was the victim of a 
brain Haemorrhage, a_ possibility 
reported by Allied supreme head 
quarters in Paris, there was little 
doubt among Allied leaders that 
the Fuehrer indeed was dead and 
that he had met death in a manner 
which would thwart any die-hard 
Nazi attempt to build a Wagnerian 
legend about him 

A statement authorized by the 
supreme Allied command told of a 
secret meeting eight days ago at 
Luebeck, Germany, between Ges- 
tapo Chief Heinrich Himmler and 
Swedish Count Folke Bernadotte 
reputed peace go-between, at which 
Himmler was reported to have said 
Hitler is so ill] he might already 
be dead.” 

Himmler was quoted as saying 
Hitler at that time could not live 
more than two days longer. A Ger- 
man general named Schillenburg, 
who was present at the meeting 
said Hitler had been stricken with 
a brain haemorrhage. 


GIVE LIE TO NAZI STORY 
These reports gave the lie to a 
Nazi propaganda campaign to con- 
vince the world that Hitler died at 
the head of his troops in a Berlin 
command post in the Reichs- 
chancellery, “fighting to the last 
against Bolshevism 

The remaining German radio 
stations at Hamburg, Goerlitz, 
Linz and Prague hammered at 
this theme yesterday. The Goer- 
litz station late last night read at 
dictation speed a propaganda 
story for publication in all 
Sudetenland papers today 

Gauleiters were told in the 
broadcast to see that the article 
was published, and also “To see to 
it that a certain report, on the 
other hand, would not go into the 
press.” The radio did not explain 
the nature of the banned report 
but said: “It is expected by us 
that foreign broadcasting stations 
would take the opportunity of the 
heroic death of our fuehrer to in- 
tensify the hate campaign. These 
stations do not realize what a 
world-wise statesman Adolf Hitler 
has been.’ 


“AVENGE DEATH” 

The propaganda which 
did not mention Goebbels or Krebs 
said the fuehrer had fought with 
his troops “Until, with his last 
stroke of breath, he found a hero's 
death in Berlin.” It exhorted the 
German people to rally to resist 
ance, and added: “We shall avenge 
Hitler's death.”

Up to Monday night 9.953 individual 
purchases of Victory Loan bonds had been 
made in Edmonton. This corresponds 
with 9,011 purchases made at the same 
period in the last former loan. Roughly, 
eleven people are buying now for each ten 
who bought before. 

This is one of the bright spots in the 
campaign here, as it is at most other 
points. Bonds are going into more hands 
and safety deposit boxes than ever before. 
More persons are taking the opportunity to 
provide themselves with buying power 
which they will be able to use in future; 
and putting the money where they will be 
leas likely to recover and spend it need- 
lessly than if they carried it around in 
their pockets or left it lying in the bank. 

These bonds could be turned into war 
money with little trouble if they were simp- 
ly sold to banks and great corporations 
with huge funds at their disposal. But 
that would leave people in ordinary cir- 
cumstances out of the picture—and with- 
out a share of the security which the bonds 
will give against future needs. 

Half of the whole issue, $675,000,000 
worth, have been ear-marked for “general 
canvass” sales; that is sales mainly to 
persons of moderate incomes. No one who 
can spare the price should fail to get his 
share.

Rarely does a judge deny a de- 
cree in an uncontested divorce and 
such cases make up 90 to 95 per 
cent of the suits filed. Witnesses 
and principals are shoved through 
the courts with a minimum of testi- 
mony. A judge hears 12 to 15 cases 
an hour. Frequently the second, 
witness—a plaintiff usually appears 
with two—is not even heard. The 
philosophy in uncontested cases 
seems to be that no obstacle shall 
be placed in the way of couples 
seeking to end their marriage 

This certainly goes beyond Iili- 
nois law, which does not recognize 
mere incompatibility as grounds for 
divorce. 

Perjury is rampant. Judges could 
reduce this crime by challenging 
the testimony of witnesses. But 
they argue that dockets will be 
crowded if they slow up the as- 
sembly-line by adopting this 
cedure 

Collusion, or the collaboration of 
couples in divorce cases, is grounds 
for dismissal. But frequently the 
defence lawyer is an office associate 
oi the plaintiffs attorney.
